NEWS SUMMARY 


THE NAMES of architects and others 
associated with the building industry 
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THE ASSESSORS’ AWARD in the 
open competition for designs of a 
county infants’ school, Wokingham, 
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RIBA FINANCES 


E criticised the RIBA in our issue of December 5 last for publishing an 

interim provisional report of its Constitution Committee while merely 
promising that the financial situation would be left for verbal explanation 
by the Honorary Treasurer at the Special General Meeting to be held on Tues- 
day next. Better counsels have evidently prevailed, for today on page 18 we 
print a report on finance that by now is in the hands of members of the Insti- 
tute—though it gives little enough time to allow a detailed study (and com- 
parison with earlier estimates and statements of account) to be completed 
before the special meeting. 

The report is one from the House and Finance Committee to the Council 
which considered it at its meeting on December 9. It makes plain that in the 
current year very careful husbandry has enabled a pretty stroke of brinkman- 
ship to be played. When the New Year’s increased subscriptions began flow- 
ing into the bank yesterday, the crisis may be said to have been weathered. 
The Committee and the Secretariat are to be congratulated upon this; but the 
situation that made such delicate juggling necessary should never have been 
allowed to arise. 

The relief obtained has tempted the Committee to recommend that future 
surpluses be no longer earmarked to reduce the building loan but that they be 
placed in a Development Fund expendable at the Council’s whim. A wise 
Council and an informed Treasurer will not allow this fund to be squandered 
nor will they allow it to become inflated while a loan is outstanding. But 
experience over the past two years or so gives little hope that extravagances 
will be curbed so long as money seems to be available—the crisis arose because 
they were not curbed when there was patently nothing to spare. Caution is 
already thrown to the wind. The rough estimates submitted envisage an expen- 
diture next year some 25 per cent greater than that of the current year and in 
1961 some 35 per cent greater! Notwithstanding this, there is no suggestion 
that the Institute’s reduced contribution to the Allied Societies is to be restored 
to the pre-crisis level. 

The Special General Meeting will have much to debate. 


UNIFYING TRANSPORT 


MOMENT in time when another vast annual loss incurred by the 
national railway system coincides with a general extension of traffic 
paralysis on the roads seems a proper point at which Parliament should con 
sider traffic problems as a whole, and see where the facts lead them. Trends, 
upon whose social and scientific origins it is not necessary to enlarge, are for 
more people to use the roads for personal as well as goods transport and for 
fewer to take the services offered by the railways. This trend, it seems reason- 
able to suppose, will continue, and must deserve closer and better-reasoned 
analysis than was given, for instance, in the debate in the House of Commons 
last month on the Transport (Borrowing Powers) Bill when a suggestion that 
perhaps the time had come to consider turning some of the less-profitable lines 
into roads was negatived on grounds that hardly stand up to analysis. 
Those who support the aims of the Railway Conversion League ask no 
more than that the subject should receive scientific and dispassionate examina- 
tion and that its possibilities (which were outlined at a meeting held in the 
autumn, reported in The Builder of October 10) should be considered, and 
we should like to see an all-party group of Members getting together to see 
that such examination be given. Transport of people and goods ought not 
to be a matter of politics; it affects everybody, not least taxpayers who. may 
well ask where the process of granting enormous subventions to a public ser- 
vice which the public in increasing numbers is clearly showing that it does not 
propose to use, will stop. Transport in its wheeled forms must be considered 
as a whole, and a Government inquiry seems called for. 














Notes of the Week 


St. Edmund Hall Development 


Ss" EDMUND HALL is the most 

recent of the Oxford collegiate 
foundations to contemplate extension of 
its buildings. A proposal now under con- 
sideration envisages a new quadrangle to 
the north of the High-street taking in 
certain properties leased to the College 
until 2001 and subleased to the Forum 
Restaurant until 1961; Magdalen Col- 
lege have agreed to sell the freehold to 
St. Edmund Hall, who are also to enter 
into negotiations with New College for 
the acquisition of two small contiguous 
areas which would ‘round off’ the pro- 
posed quadrangle. This would be about 
twice the size of the existing quadrangle, 
and in it would be included a new dining 
hall to seat 250 with kitchens, and ad. 
joining commonrooms which would on 
occasion be included with the hall to give 
seating for 350. It is hoped to build alsa 
a smaller lecture hall and to add rooms 
for about 100 undergraduates.

But it is possible 
that instead of making a direct appoint- 
ment the course of asking two or three to 
prepare designs may be followed.

Farrow during his notable and highly 
successful year of office; a year not with- 
out its own difficulties, what with the 
credit squeeze and threatened shortage of 
work and unemployment. 

And not only in the LMBA has Mr. 
Farrow made his mark. The National 
Federation has welcomed his services on 
its Council, and has selected him to repre- 
sent the National Federation at the cen- 


tenary of the Australian Institute of 
Builders next May. And, just for the 
record, would London’s productivity 


committee have got its film if a lesser 
man had been in the chair, or the acci- 
dent prevention committee its stamping 
ground if he had not worn his safety 
helmet? 


The New Towns 

THe January special New Towns issue 
of Town and Country Planning throws 
new light on a British enterprise that has 
aroused world-wide interest. The figures 
are striking. Already 400,000 people live 
and work in the fifteen New Towns, where 
353 new factories employ 55,000 workers. 
Shops, schools and other buildings have 
been completed in proportion. 

£223m. have been invested by the 
Government, plus many millions by pri- 
vate enterprise. After only ten years the 
New Towns are within one-third per cent 
of paying a full return on capital. They 
have saved millions of pounds as com- 
pared with the alternative of flat building 
in cities. 

The editorial concludes: * An inspiring 
start has been made in the rebuilding of 
this country’s towns on an altogether more 
humane and efficient plan. The New 
Towns are a success, industrially, finan- 
cially, and by any comparison of alterna- 
tives socially. Yet because the enormous 
urban problem is beyond the grasp of the 
average elector, and powerful minority 
influences are against the dispersal solu- 
tion, this most hopeful enterprise of 
modern times is being damped down in 
mid-career. The Government sets its face 
against building further new towns, and 
is only half-heartedly supporting the less 
effective but useful expedient of Town 
Development Act projects.’ The informa- 
tion given in this interesting issue deserves 
study by all concerned with housing and 
planning matters, and not least by the 
appropriate Government departments. 


Small House Competition 


NoT SURPRISINGLY, there has been a 
very large response from architects to the 
competition, organised by the RIBA in 
conjunction with ‘Ideal Home’ Magazine, 
for designs for small houses in different 
categories. Not all architects, however, 
have returned the reply paid card issued 
with the Conditions; this is due by 
Thursday, January 15, at latest, and 
failure to do this may result in disquali- 
fication. Designs themselves must be 
sent before 12 noon on Friday, January 
30 to ‘Ideal Home’ Architectural Com- 
petition, 96, Long-acre, WC2.

*‘ Flats and Houses’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—I read Mr. Arthur W. Kenyon’s 
review on the new MoHLG Hand- 
book ‘Flats and Houses, 1958° (The 
Builder of December 19), with interest, 
and would like to agree with his warning 
that this country’s purpose is to build 
homes not (to quote) ‘mere storehouses 
for human beings.” Economic theories as 
to planning design, and the keeping of all 
costs to a minimum are certainly an 
essential part of this modern world, but 
we must not run away with these theories 
at the expense of aesthetics, good archi- 
tectural design and character of building 
and layout, and the personal human needs 
of overall happiness and individuality. 
After all it is variety which makes the 
British scene so interesting. 

I was horrified and disappointed at the 
ugly, monotonous designs in one or two 
‘neighbourhoods’ of a New Town 1 
recently visited, and also at the rather low 
cheap standard of construction of some of 
the dwellings. To illustrate the latter 
point, external rendering was in many places 


very badly cracked and crazed already! 
What also about the notorious Hatfield 
roofs? Surely these buildings will not 


stand the test of time like the now dirty and 
*“condemned’ rows of Victorian terraces, 
etc., of * By-law Planning’ days. 

To return to the review, I would like 
finally to point out that I think Mr. Kenyon 
may be incorrect in his statement ‘ No pub- 
lication has yet appeared which satisfactorily 
explains the reason for the great difference 
in cost between high and low buildings, and 
this is a subject which might well be studied 
further. The 2nd Paper of the RICS Cost 
Research Panel compared the cost compo- 
nents of low and high flat blocks and came, 
without going into details, to the conclusion 
that the higher cost of tall buildings was due 
to lift installations primarily and also to 
hoisting costs of materials. This appears, 
to be quite a satisfactory explanation,

The Future of Quantity Surveying 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—May I just comment on two 
letters published in your issue of 
December 25? Does Mr. Schofield 


honestly think that if an examination for 
workers-up were to be introduced that 
there would be a sufficient number of 
entrants for the capital outlay to be justi- 
fied? I think he may rely on the fact that 
a thoroughly competent worker-up knows 
his worth and can obtain proper remu- 
neration for it at any time without having 
to take an examination. 

Working-up may not be a profession but 
it is an art and one which is not easily 
acquired. How does one examine in the 
reading of abbreviations used by different 
takers-off, for example? I cannot see any 
overall advantage to the profession in setting 
up examinations for workers-up and those 
assistants who are ‘ would-be chartered sur- 
veyors who have failed to pass the RICS 
examinations’ have quite often failed 
because they try to qualify too soon. In

other words learn to be a good worker-up 
first and then go on to taking-off and pro- 
fessional examinations. 

Mr. Allan on the face of it is quite cor- 
rect, but just how easy is it to acquire * noth- 
ing more than a knowledge of construction, 
etc.?’ Could he say how long it takes to 
acquire that knowledge covering all types 
and uses of building? He is quite wrong 
about the American situation too; it certainly 
moves with speed once it starts but at greater 
cost to the client than with our system. In 
so far as the ‘other duties’ are concerned 
these are many and various, and the best 
advice I can give to Mr. Allan is that he sets 
up in practice as a quantity surveyor, when 
he will find that it is not the cut and dried 
business of producing bills of quantities 
alone, which seems to be the popular con- 
ception of our work.

HE original tuck shop and servery had become 

inadequate for the present number of pupils attending 
the school, mainly day boys with some boarders, and has 
been remodelled as a school shop. A new wing has been 
added to the existing school buildings to contain the tuck 
shop, servery, bulk store and a domestic flat for the 
catering superintendent. 
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The front elevation and verandah 


The tuck shop is adjacent to the dining hall and the 
servery connects with the pantry and also opens on to the 
kitchen courtyard. 

The main tuck shop is divided into two sections with the 
small space at the south end reserved for certain privileged 
senior boys. There are three double french windows in the 
west wall of the tuck shop which open on to a verandah, 
covered by a glazed roof and partly surrounded by railings, 
intended for use as an overflow from the main room when 
the weather is suitable. 

The external load-bearing walls are faced with 2 in. 
Juckingham multi-coloured sand faced bricks. These 
match the bricks used in the construction of the main school 
buildings which were designed by the late Professor W. G. 
Newton, MA, FRIBA. 

The flat roof of the tuck shop is constructed in precast 
reinforced concrete units covered with woodwool slabs and 
felt. Internally the ceiling is finished with a suspended 
ceiling of perforated acoustic tiles. The floor is surfaced 
with thermo-plastic tiling laid to a pattern to counteract 
the tendency to show feet marks. 

A servery counter finished in timber is recessed into the 
wall and the furniture is generally of a rugged tubular 
metal construction

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JAMES BROOKS, ARCHITECT (1825-1901) 


By ANTHONY HYLAND 


Among the portfolio which has won for Mr. Hyland the annual prize offered by The 
Builder for the best freehand drawings submitted by a fourth- or fifth-year student at the 
Bartlett School of Architecture, the University of London, were some sketches of the 


work of James Brooks, the Victorian architect. 
some notes on Brooks compiled by the artist. 


‘Tae tens coming by train into 
London, after passing through Clapham 
Junction, can see away to the south on the 
brow of the hill that rises up out of the 
Thames valley, a massive, arklike church. 
It is very long, very plain, with an unbroken 
roofline ending in an apse ; and from the 
railway it appears a sombre, colourless 
building. But the interior is quite mag- 
nificent. It is not beautiful, in the way that 
Bodley, for example, made his churches 
look beautiful ; or even colourful in the 
way that Butterfield’s were ; but there is a 
nobility and a sense of repose about this 
building which is rare among Victorian 
churches. The nave is long and lofty, and 
with its five wide arches and ten single 
clerestorey lancets on either hand, set in 
wails of warm red brickwork, it leads the 
eye into the splendid apse. The tall, 
narrow clerestorey lights, the simple re- 
peating rhythm of the ambulatory arcade of 
stilted arches carried on short circular 
columns and chunky stiff-leaf capitals, the 
unbroken sweep of the ambulatory wall 
pierced only by the tiniest lancets, and the 
dark, waggon-yaulted timber ceiling above, 
combine to create an interior of austere 
grandeur. James Brooks was among the 
best of the minor architects of the 19th- 
century: and this church of his, of the

Ascension, on Lavender Hill, is one of his 
finest works. 

Brooks was not a prolific architect, and 
the list of his work—25 new churches, a 
number of restorations and alterations to 
others, some schools and parsonages, a 
few country houses, and a conyent hospital 
—looks insignificant compared with the 
enormous output of such titans as Gilbert 
Scott or Street. He set himself up in 
practice in 1851 when he was twenty-six, 
and right up until the eighties he continued 
designing in the vogue, which had become 
popular in the fifties among younger archi- 
tects, for early French Gothic. But with 
Brooks, as with his older, more famous 
contemporary, J. L. Pearson, early French 
Gothic was much more than a vogue ; it 
was the style in which he was able most fully 
to express and embody his architectural 
ideas. Brooks was no facile copyist : his 
churches were designed for—and very well 
suited—the worship of nineteenth-century 
urban congregations. Most of his churches 
in London were designed for poor, working- 
class or artizan parishes ; and they have a 
bold simplicity which recalls, despite 
Brooks’s predilection for apses, the austerity 
of early Cistercian architecture. 

All Brooks’s best work is in London. In 
the East End there is a magnificent group 
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of churches, all dating from the sixties, the 
first of which to be built was St. Michael's 
Shoreditch (1863-65). This church forms 
part of a striking group of ecclesiastical 
buildings (now alas, in a rather dilapidated 
condition) the most interesting of which is 
the Hospital of St. Mary-at-the-Cross, a 
skilful and distinctive design with a tri- 
angular cloister court and a high-level apsi- 
dal chapel. St. Saviour’s, Hoxton (1865- 
66) was Brooks’s first apsed church, and 
although it recalled—in the handling of the 
apse, the use of stock brick with red brick 
dressings, and the fantastic details 
Pearson’s church of St. Peter’s, Vauxhall, 
which had been consecrated two years 
previously, it was the prototype of several 
of Brooks’s later churches. St. Chad’s, 
Haggerston (1868-70), shows a more suc- 
cessful handling of the apsed interior, with a 
chancel and apse and Lady Chapel vaulted 
in brick with hefty stone ribs. The Ascen- 
sion, Lavender Hill, dates from 1873. 
These works of the sixties and seventies 
have a vigour and a personality about them 
that are unmistakably Brooks’s ; but none 
of them could be described as beautiful. 
They are powerful churches, certainly—but 
they are dramatic, not lyrical. Gradually 
Brooks’s architectural temper softened ; the 
early French character disappears, the 
balance between solid and void becomes less 
startling, the details subtler and more 
refined ; the later churches—for example, 
St. John the Baptist, North Kensington, 
and All Saints, Southend—are more pol- 
ished but less inspired. But with one ex- 
ception: when Brooks designed All 
Hallows, Gospel Oak, he designed his 
masterpiece. Begun in 1889 and built in 
stone on a grand scale, the church was never 
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completed, though Giles Gilbert Scott 
finished the east end in 1913. The nave and 
aisles are broad and high—this is a hall 
church—and the proportions are excellent. 
Very tall, slender, circular piers support the 
arcade ; they have no capitals, and the 
vaulting ribs grow out of the piers like the 
leaves of branching palms. But the quad- 
ripartite vaulting was never built—the ribs 
stop short, and a flat timber ceiling covers 
the interior. Tall single lancets light the 
aisles, and, outside, massive raking but- 
tresses are bent to take the thrust of the 


vault that was never built. Even so, this is 
a church to go miles to see, one of the 
finest and most beautiful churches in North 
London, and for its date, in the whole of 
England. Although he was a _ Vice- 
President of the RIBA for four years, 
Brooks always stood slightly outside the 
main stream of the profession, going his 
own purposeful way, and even among archi- 
tects he was never widely known ; but in 
the half dozen of his best churches, and 
particularly in the church of All Hallows’, 
his outstanding ability is proved. 


Town Planning Examinations 
EXAMINERS’ COMMENTS ON THE 1958 FINAL 


MMINHE Town Planning Joint Examination 

Board have made = available to 
The Builder for publication the Examiners’ 
Report on Part II of the 1958 Final Examina- 
tion. The Report, issued with a view to 
assisting potential candidates, is reproduced 
below: 


Historical Development of Planning 

The principal sins were those of omission 
rather than of commission. The absence of 
illustrations, even when specifically asked 
for, was particularly regrettable in Question 
7, where candidates were required, by means 
of sketches, to illustrate the general planning 
and layout of dwellings. Although the 
questions were carefully worded so that the 
candidates should have no doubt what was 
wanted, the directions were disregarded with 
unfailing regularity. When asked to ‘ write 
a short paragraph,’ it is better not to write 
a long essay; when asked to compare the 
ideological suggestions of Le Corbusier, 
Soria y Mata and Raymond Unwin, it is 
advisable to give more than a mere state 
ment of what the suggestions were. 

It was noticed with regret that there was 
almost general agreement in the answer to 
Question 9, which asked to what extent the 
study of history was of use in the practice 
of planning. The invariable answer was 
that one learned from the mistakes of the 
past. Few considered that one might equally 
well learn from the successes, or that his- 
torical study was useful in indicating trends. 
None seemed to appreciate that there might 
be lessons to be learned from the landscape 
as well as the townscape. 


Outlines of Social and Economic 
Organisation 

Although there were some good papers 
there were a number which were indifferent 

more than there should be in an examina 
tion of this kind. Though it was not always 
easy to discern from the answers, the poor 
performance appeared to be due to failure 
to set out to understand (as distinct from 
trying to learn up) the principles involved. 
This was obvious from the answers to Ques- 
tion 4 in which nearly all failed to see the 
issue of principle involved and so missed 
the point. 

It was disappointing that so few candidates 
tackled the statistical method question, which 
required a knowledge of a simple but essen- 
tial little bit of statistical technique, which 
no planner should be without. Some of 
those who tackled it inverted the quantities 


n one calculation. Candidates would not 
have shied off the question for fear of its 
taking too long if they had realised that they 
could have exemplified the principle but 
shortened the calculation—given an approxi- 
mate answer. On Question | (Census Hous- 
ing statistics) some candidates, as far as the 
answers show, did not realise the sigmifi- 
cance of information about the composition 
of the households, multiple households, etc. 


Town Planning Practice 
In general the handwriting was an improve- 
ment on that of previous years, but there 
were a few execrable exceptions. 
With reference to the points missed by a 
number of candidates in their answers to 
particular questions: 


Question 2. The fact that the Council of a 
small country town had already agreed to 
accept the overspill of population and industry 
from the distant city. 

Question 4. The assumption that the sample 
survey into the daily journey to and from work 
related merely to industry. 

Question 5. The importance to industry of 
supplies of power and water and facilities for 
the disposal of effluent. 

Question 6. The effect on the landscape of 
powerful overhead lines for the distribution of 
electricity 

Question All candidates made the point 
that points of junction with a motorway should 
be infrequent, but few appeared to appreciate 
the relationship of that point to the local system 
of communications existing or planned. Several 
candidates incorporated footways and cycle 
tracks in their sketches of their cross-section 
of a motorway. 

Question 8. The desirability of planning a 
co-ordinated system of playing fields and the 
importance of having regard, inter alia, to suit- 
able soil and levels 


Sketch Plan and Report 


A large majority of candidates sat for the 
examination in London. With reference to 
these it may be said that the standard of 
presentation showed an improvement upon 
that of previous years, although there is still 
considerable room for improvement. Most 
of the candidates indicated, in a covering 
report, the reasons leading to the size and 
situation of the areas they had allotted to 
the community they proposed and of its con- 
stituent parts. In other cases the reasons 
were made evident upon the plan they pre- 
sented, but in some, relatively few, cases this 
essential information was not provided. 

The above remarks apply also in general 
to the work of candidates who sat for the 
examination in Scotland or overseas, 


although the problems set were in each case 
related to local conditions. Every candidate 
everywhere must make the reasons 
which lead him to his solution of the pro 
blem he is asked to solve, and must pay 
careful attention to draughtsmanship.

Architectural and Landscape Design 
in Relation to Planning 

rhere was a disappointing response shown

The 
design aspects were sadly neglected in the 
majority of papers with an absence of appre 
ciation of local characteristics.

looked for, in Question 4, were sought in 
vain by the Examiner, and only a few candi 
dates presented lively 
panied by sketches 

Candidates should that many 
detailed thumbnail sketches, in pen or pencil 
or a combination of both mediums, accom 
panied by brief notes, would show the 
examiner far more information for this sub 
ject, than pages of written description, some 
times almost illegible. 

Little imagination was shown by candi 
dates tackling Questions 6 and 10 on the 
important items of car parks and lay-byes.

Generally level of the papers sub 
mitted is the average for previous 
years. Many candidates tend to miss the 
point of a question and to write a great deal 
which is not strictly relevant. In perhaps a 
larger proportion of papers than in previous 
years, the answers show only a superficial 
knowledge of the subject. and many are such 
aS might have been given by the average 
intelligent layman without any special tech 
nical training. 


Econgmics of Land Use 


Question 1 Many candidates had only a 
vague idea of what is meant by the very com 
mon terms referred to. Few were willing to 
explain leaschold reform and most seemed un 
aware that statutes have already made some 
contribution to this. 

Question 2. Most candidates discussed ‘ agri 
cultural quality’ of farm land without defining 
what this meant, or linking the question with 
planning issues 

Question 3 The credit squeeze proved a 
popular question, but many described it in terms 
only of bank rate, and few could explain why 
the squeeze had been introduced at all 

Question 4. Most candidates discussed estate 
management without indicating what it means 
and when estate management becomes good 

Question 6. The question refers to rateable 
values, and most candidates answered in terms 
of land values generally

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formal approval subject to a series of conditions. One of 
these conditions was that the opinion of the Royal Fine 
Art Commission should be sought before detailed plans 
and elevations were approved. These drawings, together 
with a block model, were submitted to the Commission in 
July, 1951. They postponed comment until October, when 
they informed the City Corporation that they considered 
the building as then designed to be too bulky for the site, 
and that they would like to see more open planning adopted. 
The architect set to work to amend the scheme again to 
meet their criticisms, and in January, 1952, the Commission 
again expressed its disapproval of the scheme as of the 
original one. 

The developers informed the City Corporation that on 
no account could the office floor area be reduced, for 
economic reasons, and since the Commission insisted on 
open planning, the architect had no alternative but to 
increase the height of the building in the centre of the site 
up to 15 storeys. 


The Royal Fine Art Commission next appointed a special 
sub-committee of well-known architects to assist Mr. 
Campbell-Jones in arriving at an acceptable solution. The 
negotiations continued throughout 1952, the Commission 
re-affirming their dislike of the size of the building, and the 
developers standing equally firm that the size could not be 
reduced, for economic reasons. 

In February, 1953, the scheme was once again submitted 
to the City Corporation, who deferred giving a decision. 
In April, 1953, the LCC stated that tney would be prepared 
to consider favourably a proposal to erect a building of this 
height, subject to certain fire precautions. Finally, in 
June, 1953, the Court of Common Council agreed that 
the building was now on the right lines, and that if full 
drawings were to be formally submitted they would con- 
sider them as complying with the condition relating to the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. 

Following this announcement, a great deal of publicity 
was afforded to the scheme and a question was addressed

to the Minister of Housing and Local Government in the 
House of Commons by Sir Edward Keeling, MP. The 
Minister promised to set up an inquiry which was held 
in July, at which the architect, the developers, the LCC 
and the City Corporation were all represented. The 
Minister eventually decided that there were no grounds for 
his interference. In July, a motion was tabled in the 
House of Lords by Lord Mottistone, calling for further 
information about Bucklersbury House. After a lengthy 
debate the motion, receiving very little support, was 
withdrawn.

The scheme then went once more round the course of 
committees and officials, and finally received approval on 
November 19, 1953 (44 years after the appointment of 
the architect, and 2} years after the first submission to the 
Royal Fine Art Commission). Work commenced on the 
site in September, 1954 and the first tenant moved in 
in June, 1957. 

Bucklersbury House is now occupied by approximately 
25 main tenants who have taken complete or part floors. 
The ground floor tenancies include some rehousing of 
existing premises such as restaurants and public houses. 


The central entrance from Walbrook 
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The two floors below ground level are taken up with 
seven restaurants, a car park housing approximately 
80 cars, strong rooms, stores and mechanical plant. The 
ground floor provides three main entrances to the building, 
two public houses, various banking and office suites and will 
eventually include three shops. Access to the basement 
garage is gained by two ramps from the service road in 
Walbrook. 

Between ground and 13th floors, the available area is sub- 
divided into various offices for individual tenants. The top 
storey is taken up by four caretakers’ flats and lift motor 
rooms above which an unroofed void, behind parapet 
walls, conceals all duct terminals, flues, etc., presenting a 
clean sky line. 

Due to the poor quality of sub-soil (the bed of the old 
Walbrook) an extensive system of deep piling was involved 
in the foundations. A steel structural frame with concrete 
encasures and two-way reinforced in-situ concrete floors 
forms the main fabric. External facing materials include 
Portland stone work at the ends of the main spine and the 
three seven-storey wings, artificial stone column faces, 
green/grey faience tiling below windows and on the ground 
floor, Cornish granite, and royal blue polished marble. 

Heating is generally by hot water panels embedded in 
The south elevation at the junction of Cannon-street and the ceilings and heated floors in the main entrances. 
Walbrook 
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Floors in the office areas are wood blocks on a lightweight 
concrete screed. In ground floor circulation areas, filled 
travertine and marble/terrazzo have been used. Above 
ground floor a heavy duty lino tile has been laid to lift 
halls, etc. 

An extremely efficient lift service is an important factor 
of the building. Sixteen 700 ft. per min. passenger lifts 
run between sub-basement and 13th floors and these are 
supplemented by a goods lift and several short travel lifts 
The north elevation of the Bankers Trust Company Offices serving individual tenants. 

Generally, lavatory accommodation is planned away 
from main external walls in the main spine to leave the 
maximum daylight in office areas. All lavatories are 
artificially lit and ventilated. Services are grouped in 
vertical ducts with secondary water storage at 7th floor 
level. 

The Mithras Temple : A notable event during the period 
of site excavation was the discovery of the Roman Temple

of Mithras, the excayated remains of which may now be 
seen in the Royal Exchange. Some excellent replicas are 
permanently on display in one of the three main entrances 
of Bucklersbury House. This discovery has also formed the 
theme of the two friezes in etched glass over the north and 
south entrances, executed by Mr. John Hutton, after 
considerable research on this subject.

The walling 
is in cavity brickwork with the exterior wall 
in facing bricks except for the front entrance 
porch, the lounge exterior wall and the 
terrace retaining wall which are finished in 
Kentish ragstone.

this means of directing attention to the 
peculiarities of their trades. It was also 
said that Clerkenwell had been called 
the ‘ prison parish, and that it was to be 
feared if this suggestion was carried out, 
that it would be called the ‘ advertising 
parish.” 

It is to be hoped that nothing will be 
done to disfigure the streets. We have 
before now suggested that the street 
lamps should be made use of in directing 
wayfarers at night.

THE FINANCES OF THE RIBA 


Statement by the Finance and House Committee 


The Council of the Royal Institute of British Architects was requested at the special 
me meeting of May, 1958, to carry out a comprehensive review of the Institute’s 
inances for presentation at the special general meeting fixed for Tuesday next, January 6. 
The committee, whose chairman is Mr. jefferiss Mathews, has now set out a report on the 
anticipated accounts for 1958 and estimates for the years 1959-1962. 


3. THE REVIEW OF THE OFFICE ORGAN- 
ISATION, and machinery for the service of 
Committees, has begun, but is not suffici- 
ently advanced for a report to be presented 
to the Council. Mr. Ricketts will require 
further time to complete his examination of 
the office organisation in relation to the 
study, now in progress by the Finance and 
House Committee, of the programmes of 
activities which other Co~™mittees of the 
Institute have in mind. Provision is in- 
cluded. in the estimates for the probable 
requirements resulting from these reviews. 

4, In their RE-CONSIDERATION OF FIN- 
ANCIAL Po icy, the Committee wish first to 
recall that the position brought about in 
1957 was not attributable solely to the 
building programme at No. 68 and No. 66 
Portland Place. Substantial additional ex- 
penditure had been approved for the de- 
velopment of the Institute’s activities. 
Increased staff for these activities was 
necessary and a new scale of staff salaries to 
conform with salary scales operating gen- 
erally had to be introduced. In any case, a 
further increase in subscription rates would 
have been necessary, above the rates intro- 
duced in January, 1957, since, had there 
been no interest and sinking fund to pay on 
a mortgage, income based on subscriptions 
at the 1957-58 rate would for the next three 
years haye fallen short of expenditure by 
about £10,000 annually. 

5. THe COMMITTEE HAVE REVIEWED the 
position in the light of these facts and 
studies : 

(i) It is now apparent that we have 
successfully overcome the difficult cur- 
rent year of 1958 when restrictions were 
necessary to balance a budget before the 
new subscription rates become operative 
in January, 1959 ; 

(ii) The present improved and more 
stable condition of the national economy; 

(iii) The need for the progressive de- 
velopment ot the Institute’s activities to 
meet the demands of members and the 
position of the profession in present day 
national society ; 

(iv) The probable effects on member- 
ship of : 

(a) the increased subscription rates ; 

(b) trends in overseas emigration ; 

(c) likely future trends in respect of 
the proportion of Fellows to Associ- 
ates and the diminishing Licentiate 
class ; 

(d) trends in student intake, and re- 
sulting corporate membership intake, 
having regard to the possible imple- 
mentation of the recommendations 
of the Oxford Conference on the 
raising of the general standard of 
education for entry to the profession ; 
(v) The statistical survey of trends in 

membership carried out by the Institute’s 

Professional Relations Department for 

the Committee—an extract from which 

is shown in the table below—shows a 


continued rise in membership, after 
allowing for the probable effects stated 
above, which is contrary to the antici- 
pated trends from the rougher methods 
of assessment which were the only 
methods previously available. 
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making budgetary provision over three- 
year periods, with a carry over of any 
unspent balance from the first year to the 
second, etc., so that public relations 
activities may again be planned on a 
firm and forward looking basis. 


(iii) Professional Relations: Provision 
has been made for the continuation of 
the activities begun, and for further 
development of the information service 
of the Statistical Department. 


(iv) Science Committee: Some ad- 
ditional resources have been placed by 
the Council at the call of the Science 
Committee, and financial provision is 
made for these.

6. Asa result of their review, the Com- 
mittee consider that the Council can change 
their policy adopted in December, 1957, 
which placed first call on all balances of 
income over expenditure to be used for the 
gradual reduction of the building loan. 
THEY RECOMMEND THAT THE POLICY FOR 
1959 AND SUBSEQUENT YEARS SHOULD BE 
BASED ON THE FOLLOWING PRINCIPLES : 


(i) That balances of income over 
expenditure shall be paid to a Develop- 
ment Fund to be used as the Council 
may from time to time direct ; 


(ii) that, subject to the Council’s 
direction as stated above, the loan for the 
capital expenditure on the building shall 
be allowed to run its full term of twenty 
years ; 

(iii) that budgets for expenditure against 
carefully anticipated income should, 
within the principles of (i) and (ii) above, 
be aimed at a steady progressive develop- 
ment of the Institute’s activities in the 
interests of members. 


7. In making these recommendations 
of policy the Committee have reviewed in 
detail all aspects of the Institute’s finances, 
and they report as follows : 


(i) Subscription Rates, Entrance and 
Examination Fees: They recommend 
that the increased rates approved by the 
Council in December, 1957, which be- 
come operative in January, 1959, should 
remain as necessary for the proper 
operation of the Institute’s affairs. It 
has already been stated in this report 
that the increased income is required to 
meet current demands irrespective of the 
capital requirement for the building. As 
will be seen from the budget estimates, 
anticipated income on the revised rates is 
in no way excessive to meet anticipated 
requirements. 

(ii) Public Relations : The Committee 
propose to increase the allotment and to 
return to the policy adopted in 1956 of

REVIEW OF INSTITUTE’S FINANCES 
(v) Rebuilding of No. 68 and Additions 
to No. 66 Portland-place : (a) During 
1958, the Committee were able to make 
cash provision to meet payments arising 
for the building operation without draw- 
ing on the mortgage loan and also to 
defer the sale of a proportion of the 
investments held for the completion of 
premises. The effect of this has been to 
achieve a saving of some £5,000 on 
mortgage payments and some £2,000 
through the appreciation of the securities 
since their valuation at the end of 1957 ; 
(6) The balance of the cost of the building 
above the £70,000 to be borrowed can be 
met out of current income in 1958. The 
Committee have been advised that this 
may be about £21,000, which is less than 
originally anticipated. They recommend 
that it be paid and so avoid carrying 
forward this liability. After payment a 
balance of income over expenditure of 
about £7,000 for 1958 is still anticipated ; 
(c) For future years there will therefore 
now remain only the interest and amort- 
isation of the £70,000 twenty-year loan. 
(vi) The Development Fund: (a) It 
must be remembered that, by the expend- 
iture of the Completion of Premises 
Fund, the Institute now has no free 
reserve funds of any kind. The Com- 
mittee’s proposal to introduce the De- 
velopment Fund to receive all yearly 
balances of income over expenditure is 
intended to provide a working ‘ cushion ’ 
to meet the uncertainties both of income 
and expenditure which are inevitable in 
a body such as the Royal Institute ; 
(b) The Committee propose that such 
balances as are obtained be placed to a 
separate account—* The Development 
Fund ’—to be held in suitable short-dated 
stocks or deposit accounts not subject to 
wide market fluctuations, and therefore 
readily accessible. This fund should be 
regarded in part as a working reserve and 
in part as a fund for the Council to draw

The Council are therefore recommended 
to rescind their former resolution allocating 
all surpluses to the Completion of Premises 
fund, and to approve of the creation of a 
Development Fund as described.

ESTIMATES FOR THE YEARS 
3958-1961 


1. Estimates for the years 1958-1961 
are set out in the accompanying table. 

2. To give a picture of developments 
during 1958, figures for the year are dupli- 
cated: the left-hand column being the 
estimate given to the Council in February, 
and the next column being a revised 
estimate in the light of ten months’ working. 

3. Anticipated income from subscrip- 
tions in 1958 has been slightly reduced from 
the original budget estimate because there 
is indication that arrears owing by mem- 
bers at the end of the year will be higher 
than average. 

4. Income from subscriptions for 1959, 
1960 and 1961 has been based on the 
statistical survey assessment (paragraph (A) 
5.(v) of this report) with an allowance 
deducted at the average rate for arrears 
each year. 

5. Receipts from examination and en- 
trance fees have increased slightly above 
anticipated figures for 1958, but this is 
not considered a permanent feature. Es- 
timates for subsequent years are based 
on the assessments obtained from the 
statistical survey. 

6. The actual accrued income from the 
Sir Banister Fletcher Trust has been 
brought in for 1958, and the anticipated 
income in each succeeding year. This 
income is allocated by Trust Deed to the 
Library, and is brought in as a contra by 
the figures against ‘Library’ in the 
expenditure tables. 


EXPENDITURE 

7. CaprrAL EXPENDITURE ON FURNISH- 
INGS, ETC.: The provision of £5,000 in 
each of the years 1959-1961 has been made 
for furnishings and equipment in the new 
building in 1959 and subsequently for a 
programme of redecoration and modern- 
isation of the existing parts of the building, 
which haye had no major overhaul since 
1934. An Advisory Panel has been ap- 
pointed to assist the Committee, and the 
expenses incurred by this Panel will be paid 
out of the allocation. 

8. SALARIES AND WaGes: The reduced 
figure in 1958 is the net result of transferring 
salaries of Library staff to the heading of 
‘Library’, and of certain increases ap- 
proved by the Council during the year. In 
1960 and 1961, for the purposes of 
budgeting, provision of 5 per cent per 
annum increase has been made against the 
probability of new staff requirements for 
increased Institute activities. The figures 
cover the charges arising from the change of 
Secretaries. 





9. Liprary: For clarity, Library ex- 
penditure is separated into * Staff Salaries 
and Overheads’ and * Maintenance and 
Replacements.” In common with the 
other main departments, general overheads 
(heat, light, cleaning, etc.) and pooled 
services (stationery, postage, etc.) are not 
charged against Library, but carried under 
the general headings ‘Premises’ and 
* Administration.’ 

10. Pusitic ReLtations: Through the 
receipt of a grant of £1,000 from the Civic 
Trust, the public relations grant for 1958 
will be underspent by some £800. It is 
proposed that this figure be carried forward 
and that in addition the sum of £10,500 be 
allocated, spread oyer the three years 
1959-1961. A separate Public Relations 
account will be established. 

1}. CONTRIBUTIONS TO ALLIED Soc- 
ieTIES : Pending the outcome of the overall 
review of the constitution of the RIBA 
and Allied Societies, estimates for the four 
years are based on a rebate of one-quarter 
in the United Kingdom and one-third over- 
seas on rates of subscription current in each 
year. 
12. Loan Repayments: The Council 
will recall that the agreement with the 
Liverpool Victoria Friendly Society is in the 
nature of a bank loan rather than a standard 
mortgage agreement, i.e., it provides for 
payment of interest at 6 per cent on the 
vutstanding capital, together with a quar- 
terly capital repayment of £875. The effect 
of this is to provide a payment declining 
steadily over the twenty years, with a 
corresponding release of funds for other 
purposes. 


GENERAL REVIEW TO 1961 


13. INCOME FROM SUBSCRIPTIONS based 
on the statistical survey of membership 
trends will continue to rise slightly and, 
apart from the consequent effect of this on 
examination and entrance fees, the Com- 
mittee do not anticipate any major changes 
under present policy and operation of the 
Institute’s affairs and that of the profession. 
They cannot take into account any effect 
on income which might be brought about 
by any changes of relationship between the 
Royal Institute and the Allied Societies as a 
result of the adoption and operation of any 
recommendations of the Constitutional 
Committee. The statistical survey does not 
anticipate that there will be any effect of 
any adoption of recommendations of the 
Oxford Conference oyer this period. 

14. EXPENDITURE assessments can only 
be based on the assumption of the con- 
tinuation of the present policy of the 
Institute after allowance has been made for 
average increases likely to arise from known 
developments. As in assessment of in- 
come, account cannot be taken of any 
changes arising from the adoption and 
operation of any recommendations of the 
Constitutional Committee. An exception 
to general trends is the provision which has 
been made for expenditure in 1961 for the 
IUA Congress to be held in London. This 
reduces the anticipated balance of income 
over expenditure for that year ; this indi- 
cates the value which will be obtained by the 
‘cushion’ provided by the Development 
Fund and points to the need for judicious 
spending by the Council of that fund in any 
year. 


15. GENERALLY, the restrictions im- 
posed during 1958, the trends shown by the 
statistical survey, and the essential balance 
between income and spending activities 
provided by the new subscription rates, 
have stabilised the Institute’s financial 
position and enable a more optimistic view 
to be taken of the possibility of further 
being able to develop the Institute’s 
activities and service to members in the 
future. But the Committee wish to stress 
that forward budgets must of necessity be 
very approximate assessments based on the 
widest generalities known today. No 
budget can take account, for example, of 
the effect of any changes in national econ- 
omy which may occur except to provide, as 
the policy now recommended provides, 
reasonable reserve resources to meet 
unknown contingencies. 


OBITUARY 
H, J. L. Barefoot, GC, FRIBA 


THE DEATH has taken place of Mr. H. J. 
Leslie Barefoot, GC, FRIBA, President of 
the Suffolk Association of Architects from 
1936 to 1938, and of the East Anglian 
Society of Architects in 1938. Asa 
Major in the Royal Engineers in the 
1939-45 War, he was awarded the George 
Cross in 1941 for ‘most conspicuous 
gallantry’ in hazardous work on bomb 
disposal. 

Born in 1887, Mr. Barefoot received his 
architectural education at the AA Schools 
and with Mr. W. D. Caroe, FRIBA, to whom 
he was articled. His work was chiefly 
domestic 2nd shop premises in London and 


Suffolk, anu at one time he held an appoint- 
ment as lecturer in building construction 


and drawing at the 


Engineering. 


Percy V. Burnett, FRIBA 


WE REGRET to record the death which 
took place on December 26 at his home, 
after a long illness, of Mr. Percy Vivian 
Burnett, FRIBA. 

Percy Burnett was educated at St. Paul's 
School and was articled in 1912 to the late 
Sir Banister Fletcher. He also attended the 
AA Day School. During the 1914-18 war 
he served in the Royal Flying Corps, and 
after qualifying as ARIBA in 1921 joined 
Cecil Epril, FRIBA, in practice in Jermyn- 
street, where they began by sharing an office 
over a cheese merchant’s shop, subsequently 
forming a partnership after Epril (following 
a light-hearted request from Burnett to 
handle any jobs that came in while he went 
on summer holiday) had clinched a com- 
mission that immediately materialised. To- 
gether the partners carried out a number 
of buildings, including the _ sensitively 
designed Hendon Synagogue on the North 
Circular-road at Finchley-road about 1936. 
After the partners, by reason of their work 
developing on different lines, had parted in 
1938, Burnett designed a number of im- 
portant buildings, notably the Daks factory 
at Stoke Newington for Simpson's, the 
tailors. He was an expert on light in rela- 
tionship to building.

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FIRE FROM OUTSIDE 


Defining the Term ‘Combustible’ 


By ERIC L. BIRD, MBE, ARIBA 


OST urban authorities decline to 
sanction ‘combustible’ roof 
surfaces because, in built-up areas, they 
may permit fire to spread from one 
building to another. The main problem 
has been to define precisely the term 
“combustible.” In theory, mastic asphalt 
is combustible though, during the last 
war, incendiary bombs invariably burnt 
out on it with no more than local damage 
and all urban authorities permit it. There 
is more uncertainty about some forms of 
bituminous sheeted roofs, cedar shingles 
and various plastic sheetings. With these 
there is considerable variation in by-law 
interpretation. 

A new addition to BS 476, Part 3, is 
External Fire Exposure Roof Tests which 
both sets a standard of exposure to which 
a roof may be subjected and prescribes 
a method of testing roof specimens which 
allows them to be graded in terms of 
resistance. We may expect a grade or 
grades to be incorporated in the next 
revision of the Model Building By-Laws, 
thus removing this matter from the 
realm of opinion. 

Behind the new BS is an appreciable 
volume of experience and research by 
the Joint Fire Research Organisation of 
DSIR who designed the test method to 
accord with conditions observed in many 
building fires. Numerous types of roof- 
ing, some of them proprietary, were tested 
before the BS was adopted. 

It has been found that ‘ combustible’ 
roofs may admit fire by two means. The 
first is intense radiant heat from the win- 
dows of higher adjacent buildings; this 
alone may ignite a combustible surface. 
The second is ignition of the surface by 
* brands’ or fragments of burning material 
which fall on it, being carried there by 
wind and the powerful upward air 
currents from a_ burning _ building. 
Frequently the two means operate 
together. 

In the United States and Japan there 
have been severe conflagrations, involy- 
ing whole townships of timber buildings 
roofed with shingles or bituminous felt, 
where radiant heat has dried out and 
preheated the exposed surfaces so that 
they have been easily ignited by brands 
carried downwind. 

The new roof test incorporates both 
pre-heating and brand ignition. The test 
specimen is exposed to a fixed degree of 
radiant heat and the brand effect is 
supplied by a small gas flame. Because 
wind tends to carry the flame through 
any fissures in the roof, the effect of a 
1S mph wind is simulated by applying 
suction at that velocity from the under- 
side of the roof specimen. The diagram 
shows the test apparatus; this can be 
adjusted for roofs at 45° pitch or flat. 

Two qualities of a roof sample are 
tested and graded, namely its resistance 
to penetration by fire and the spread of 
flame on its outer surface. Each grade 
is designated by the letters A, B, C or D. 
With penetration, A means resistance for

more than 1 hour, B more than 4 hour, 
C less than 4 hour and D more or less 
immediate penetration. With flame 
spread, A means no flame spread, B not 
more than 21 in., C more than 21 in., and 
D continuing flame spread. 

The test also draws attention to dripping 
from the underside of the specimen, 
mechanical failure and development of 
holes. Where any of these occur the 
suffix ‘X’ is added to the designation. 
Also to be added to the designation are 
the letters EXT.F., or EXT.S., according 
to whether the specimen has been tested 
flat or sloping. 

Therefore a first class roof would be 
designated as EXT.F.AA. A _ sloping 


roof which suffered penetration within

spread and without dripping or holing 
would be designated EXT.S.BA. The 
building industry will have to compre- 
hend the meaning of these designations as 
it has had to do with other fire gradings 
under BS 476. 

There are some questions to be asked. 
First, how far does this test represent 
conditions of actual roof exposure? The 
test specimen is only 33 in. square and 
includes ‘at least one specimen of any 
joint... This presumably is a side joint 
and not.an end lap. Or does it, or should 
it, include both? When in an actual fire, 
areas of several hundred square feet are 
subjected to intense radiation, is there not 
likely to be extensive buckling and con- 
sequently opening of joints? 

Then there is the general question of 
the effects of this test on building practice. 
The framers of any revised by-laws will 
have to determine what grades shall be 
permitted and under what conditions. In 
many cases exposure to radiation from 
higher buildings cannot occur and all 
that needs to be guarded against is sur- 
face ignition by brands. Even where 
surface ignition does occur and there is 
a fire-resisting roof deck below, pene- 
tration cannot take place and the ignition, 
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being easily quenched by hosifig, is of 
little moment. This new BS places great 
responsibility on the framers of by-laws 
to see that it is neither unduly restrictive 
in building practice nor that so low a 
standard is set that it becomes meaning- 
less. The former is the greater risk.

himself in the first instance. 

‘I am firmly convinced’ Mr. Howells 
added, ‘ that despite all the new gadgets and 
products on the market today encouraging 
the householder to do his own decorating, 
the best. and, in the long run, the most 
economical way of getting a first-class, 
trouble-free job is to put the work in the 
hands of a reputable local’ builder and 
decorator and his trained operatives.’

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CONTRACTORS’ ORDERS IN 
THIRD QUARTER, 1958 


Reductions Compared with Last Year 


| ieee published by the Ministry of 
Works show that contractors in the con- 
struction industries obtained new orders 
valued at £301m. in the three months which 
ended in September last year. This was 
£5m. less than in the previous quarter, and 
£40m,. less than in the same period of 
1957. These figures, together with figures 
showing the value of new work carried out 
during the same period, are given in the 
attached table, which appears in the Decem- 
ber issue of Economic Trends, No. 62, pub- 
lished by HM Stationery Office on December 
29. 

Orders obtained for all new housing work 
during the third quarter increased by £6m. 
compared with the second quarter of the 
year, and were at the same level as last year. 
Orders for public authorities (excluding 
housing) were £12m. less than in the pre- 
vious quarter and £36m. less than a year ago. 
It must be remembered, however, that par- 
ticularly in the public sector the placing of 
one or two large contracts can cause quite 
large fluctuations in the figures and that 
such fluctuations may have little significance. 
No very large jobs were included in the 
figures in this sector for the third quarter of 
1958. 

There was little change in the value of 
work obtained in the rest of the private sec- 
tor compared with the previous quarter and 
only a small reduction of £5m. compared 
with the third quarter of 1957.

THE TREATMENT OF TIMBER 
DISEASES 
IMBER diseases, their diagnosis, treat- 
ment and cure, were discussed in the 
House of Commons on December 17, the 
day before the House rose for the Christmas 
recess, during an adjournment debate 
initiated by Mr. ARTHUR SKEFFINGTON, a 
Labour backbencher. 

Mr. Skeffington said that the recent wide- 
spread use of softwoods which had replaced 
the traditional oak in the structural wood- 
work for buildings and certain low quality 
sapwoods might have encouraged some forms 
of beetle. Diseases in timber could be 
divided into two groups—fungal decay and 
insect or beetle. In the first category the 
chief remedial measures were to get rid of 
excessive moisture, to ensure adequate venti- 
lation and remove wood which was obvi 
ously infected and decayed. It was clear 
that the mere application of chemical liquids 
would be useless, although it was often 
recommended and carried out. 

Turning to the categories of beetles, he 
first mentioned enobius mollis which bred 
in the bark of timber. The easiest way ‘to 
get rid of it was to remove the bark. It was 
obvious that expensive treatment on the 
timber itself would be ineffective. He had 
an example of a house in Warlingham suffer- 
ing from this disease, in which three firms, 
widely known, recommended immediate 
chemical treatment. The lowest estimate in 
this case was £80, and had that £80 been 
spent it would have been completely value- 
less. 

The death watch beetle was nearly always 
found in association with fungal decay. 
Often the best and only remedy was to 
remove the decay, thus bringing the beetle 
under attack. Chemical treatment applied 
to the outside of the timbers would generally 
be valueless. It would never reach the beetle, 
which could live inside big beams six or 
eight inches from the surface. One example 
of alleged death watch beetle was diagnosed 
in furniture and skirting boards, but an 
expert timber consultant found the pin holes 
were caused by pin worm which must have 
been dead soon after the tree from which 
the furniture was made was cut. 


Expensive Remedies 

One or two examples of treatment for 
house longhorn bordered on the scandalous. 
Several years ago a firm inspected the roof 
timbers of an old Parish Church, recom- 
mending an immediate treatment at a cost 
of £500. A proper timber consultant found 
that the longhorn had been dead for many 
years, possibly for more than 100 years. 

He knew of a Government contract where 
a firm put in a tender for £1,859 and a few 
shillings. The work had to be done again, 
and the adviser to the Ministry said that the 
total cost to the firm could not have been 
more than £600. 

He suggested that there was a case for 
investigation into the high cost of some of 
the preparations, and that the question of 
stringent fire precautions being insisted on 
when people were working in very confined 
spaces dealing with the liquids which had 
a low flash point. There was desirability of 
separating diagnosis, which ought to be done 


by a skilled and independent authority, from 
those who were to carry out the work. He 
wondered whether something could be done 
to deal with the vast variety of people who 
called themselves surveyors who pretended 
to have some knowledge of the subject, but 
had no qualifications and belonged to none 
of the learned professions. 

Organisations such as the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors and the Royal 
Institute of British Architects with aid, 
for they could not do it alone, might prepare 
a simple booklet setting out timber diseases, 
their treatment and where to get proper 
advice. Such information would be of great 
use to all people concerned with looking 
after houses, churches and buildings gener 
ally. Courses for builders and qualified sur- 
veyors might be organised by the Ministry 
of Works or some appropriate body so that 
more people would have a real knowledge 
of the subject. 


Allegations Refated 

Mr. JoHN Ropcers, Parliamentary Secre 
tary, Board of Trade, who confessed that 
his own house, a 17th century house, had 
recently been infested with every type of 
timber pest, said that he did not accept the 
inference in Mr. Skeffington’s speech that the 
diagnosis and treatment of timber diseases 
was a profession absolutely infested by 
rogues, quacks and vagabonds. 

While there were many local men who 
could tackle the problems __ effectively, 
diagnosis and treatment when the attack was 
severe was not, as a rule, a job for one’s 
local builder. He had a great respect for 
the capacity, good faith and honest work- 
manship of the nation’s small local builders, 
but these timber diseases were jobs for 
experts who specialised in this sort of thing. 

There was no lack of good advice on the 
subject. A full and clear pamphlet had been 
published by the Central Council for the 
Care of Churches which was drawn up by 
an expert committee, and the council would 
supply the names of firms, who, within their 
experience, could be relied on for sound 
advice and good workmanship. If that 
sound advice was followed, the path of those 
whose activities had been mentioned by Mr. 
Skeffington would be much less easy and 
their careers much shorter. 

Leaflets were also prepared by the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory of the 
DSIR, which described in clear language the 
symptoms of dry rot and several insect pests 
of timbers in buildings. He had been im- 
pressed by the valuable work, which had 
taken place in conjunction with the York 
Institute of Architectural Study where 
courses for surveyors, architects, builders 
and the like were conducted. Advice was 
also obtainable from the Timber Develop- 
ment Association. The British Standards 
Institution had done a great deal of work 
on methods of, and preparations for pre- 
venting timber from being attacked. 

On the point about the possibility of 
setting up a new professional body, he 
thought Mr. Skeffingcon was suggesting that 
consultants on timber diseases should form 
themselves into an independent body avail- 
able to give advice in the same way as 
doctors and lawyers, distinguishing between 
diagnosis and treatment. That might be an 
excellent idea. If it was, no doubt people 
outside the House would pick it up, and 
see whether they could make something of 
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it. He could not promise that that would 
of itself remove all the ills, but in any case 
the move must come from the timber con 
sultants not the Board of Trade. 


NUCLEAR POWER STATION 
HAZARDS 


R. STAN AWBERY asked the Minister 
4 of Housing and Local Government 
if he was aware that the construction of a 
number of nuclear power stations near great 
industrial centres was creating hazards for 
the population of those cities; what action 
was being taken to protect the people against 
these dangers; and what proportion of the 
cost of protective or preventive measures 
would fall upon Government funds. 

He also asked if the Minister would pro- 
vide local authorities situated within a short 
distance from any nuclear power station 
with all the information available about the 
level of radioactivity in the area when the 
stations were fully employed; and if he would 
indicate his willingness to co-operate with 
health authorities on the problems which 
were likely to arise in the future and what 
action was being taken to provide local 
authorities with the necessary equipment for 
the detection of radioactivity, and to provide 
them with all the information already in 
possession of his department. 

Mr. BROOKE, in a written reply on 
December 15, stated: I do not accept the 
implications in these questions about 
danger. The nuclear power stations which 
are being built for the commercial produc 
tion of electricity are not sited close to 
centres of population. They are of inher- 
ently safe design, and will present no more 
hazard to people living nearby than many 
existing industrial works. 

The discharges of radioactive 
will be very small, and will be 
controlled. Under the Nuclear Installa 
tions (Licensing and Insurance) Bill, now 
under discussion in another place, no dis 
charge of radioactive wastes will be per- 
mitted except in accordance with authorisa 
tions given, so far as England and Wales 
are concerned, by the Minister of Agricul 
ture, Fisheries and Food and myself; and 
they will be given only after consultation 
with such public or local authorities as 
appear proper to be consulted, 

The Government accept the responsi- 
bility for seeing that adequate arrangements 
are made for the monitoring of radioactivity 
in the surrounding areas; the cost, in so far 
as it is not borne by the owners of the 
reactors, will be met from Exchequer funds 
The Government is also fully aware of the 
need for nearby authorities to be kept in 
formed of the arrangements proposed, and 
they will be consulted in due time as to 
the terms of the authorisations to be given 
and as to the arrangements for checking the 
effect of the discharges.

Factory Building Policy 
Mr. BENcE asked the Secretary of State 


for Scotland, if he would authorise the 
Cumbernauld Development Corporation to 
build advance factories. 

Mr. Mac ay: Subject to final considera- 
tion cn formal submission, I expect to be 
able to approve a proposal by the Corpora 
tion to provide, in advance of specific 
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requirements, some 33,000 sq. ft. of factory 
space primarily for the accommoda‘ion of 
smaller firms from Glasgow. 

Mr. Gower asked the President of the 
Board of Trade, to state the number, size 
and value of new factory buildings erected 
in Wales during the period of twelve months 
up to the latest convenient date. 

Mr. JoHN Ropcers, Parliamentary Sec- 
retary, Board of Trade, stated in a written 
answer on December 9: In the twelve months 
ended October 31, 1958, 77 new factory 
buildings and extensions, in area over 
2,700,000 sq. ft., were completed in Wales 
and Monmouthshire. Buildings not 2xceed- 
ing 5,000 sq. ft. are excluded. 

4 School, Building Programme 

Mr. Warsey asked the Minister of Educa- 
tion what, on the basis of approvals given 
by him, was the estimated value of major 
school-building projects to be started in each 
of the years 1958-59 and 1959-60. 

Sir Epwarp Boy e, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Education, replying on 
December 18, said: About £51m. and £46m. 

Mr. Warsey asked the Minister whether, 
in cases where local education authorities 
had already submitted proposals for urgent 
school buiiding projects of the type described 
in the recent White Paper, he would 
authorise them to commence building in 
1959-60 instead of waiting until 1960-61 or 
later. 

Sm E. Boyzte: The Minister cannot 
increase the 1959-60 school building pro- 
gramme, but he will be ready, as hitherto, 
to consider substituting a project from a 
later programme for one in the 1959-60 pro- 
gramme when this would be convenient. 

Mr. SWINGLER asked what representations 
the Minister had received for an immediate 
increase in the school-building programme 
in the current year. 

Sir E. Boye: None recently. As already 
announced, the Minister is prepared to 
authorise some minor projects to start in 
1958-59 instead of 1959-60. 

Mr. Georce THomas asked the Minister 
what alteration he had made in the Cardiff 
City Education Authority's building pro- 
gramme for 1959-60. 

Sm E. Boye: Of the eight primary and 
secondary school building projects proposed 
by the Cardiff local education authority for 
inclusion in the 1959-60 programme, four 
were accepted, one was placed in reserve, 
one is under further consideration and two 
were inadmissible under current policy.

EVERYDAY THINGS

LXI.—The Handyman 


‘T WENT into a friend’s house the other 

day and she introduced me to her 
guests who were spending the day with 
her—father, mother and small baby 
daughter, The father was wearing a white 
apron complete with front pocket, bib and 
strings over back and he was busily at 
work doing odd jobs in the house—rawl- 
plugs for pictures, fixing shelves and 
hooks, wiring electric plugs, laying fabric 
and all the hundred-and-one things which 
have to be done in a newly occupied 
house, and he was doing them perfectly. 

In his ordinary occupation he is a 
a successful man in the world of finance— 
accountancy, big business, anything to do 
with money—and he is a man who has 
travelled extensively. I remark this in pass- 
“ing to show that his training does not fit 
him for the handyman’s job, yet it was a 
treat to watch him handle his tools which 
he had brought in the car with him. 


Later, my friend asked me if she could 
employ a handyman from the building 
trade to do similar jobs about the house, 
and my immediate response was no, there 
is really no such person to be found on 
the market. Such men only do jobs for 
themselves and do not hire themselves out, 
and in any case they are born not made. 
On reflection, there never is a handyman 
to be found on any job. Each man sticks 
to his trade and the trade of ‘ handyman’ 
is not on the trades union list so far as I 
know. 

I would guess that your regular trades- 
man does not do anything in: his home of 
this fashion. He probably makes big 
finance his hobby and goes in for football 
pools, competitions and the like. I could 
not imagine a bricklayer or a carpenter 
papering a wall or ceiling, and whilst most 
barbers prove on inquiry to be amateur 
gardeners, you would not expect a 
gardener in his spare time to cut hair. 

This story does, however, bring home 
the point that there is a real need for this 
handyman. Many householders would 
find their worries halved if they could call 
on such a man who would put in fuses, 
paper a wall without taking all the carpets 
up, put up the odd shelf, clean the oven 
which gets so disgustingly dirty (have a 
look at yours!), put up curtain track or 
lay lino. But I do not think you will find 
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such, a man in the building trade. I can 
imagine a young architect doing it very 
well, but then he would want to run a 
business of the ‘ we do everything ’ variety 
and there are plenty of those about, 

No, it is a personal job, and of course 
there is no money in it because there are 
no wealthy clients. I met a lady the other 
day whose vocation is that of medical re- 
search, and she could do all these things. 
1 watched her at work papering a wall 
for a friend with a skill and intelligence 
far above the average tradesman. 

What a chance for the freelance! No 
rich monetary rewards to be earned, but 
blessings, love and praise would abound. 


LAW REPORT 
Cost of Work on a House 
Successful Appeal Against Builder 


Court of Appeal, Before Lords Justices 
Jenkins, Romer and Pearce 


Powis v. Roberts 


N appeal in an action brought by Mr. 

Oharles Roberts, a builder, of Ty’n 
Lon, Edern, Pwllheli, Caernarvonshire, 
against Mr. and Mrs. Morris Frank Powis, 
of Trefle, Edern, in respect of the cost of 
work to their house was decided by the 
Court of Appeal on December 17. 

Mr. and Mrs. Powis appealed successfully 
against the order of Judge Meurig Evans at 
Pwllheli County Court as to costs. He had 
awarded Mr. Roberts £85, and it was con- 
tended by his counsel that the amount 
recovered was £160, including a set off of 
£75. 

For Mr. and Mrs. Powis it was argued 
that the judge exercised his discretion about 
costs on wrong principles, they having paid 
into court £100, which the judge said he 
had to disregard. 

Lorp Justice JENKINS said that Mr. and 
Mrs. Powis said that the £100 was enough 
to satisfy the claim of Mr. Roberts. Their 
counsel had said that, as the sum paid in 
was more than the £85 recovered, they were 
entitled to their costs after the date of pay- 
ment in. 

His lordship held that Mr. Roberts should 
have costs from December 21, 1955, when 
the action was begun, until January 20, 1956, 
the date of the payment in, and that Mr. 
and Mrs. Powis should have costs after the 
date of the payment in. 

Lorps Justices ROMER and PEARCE agreed 
that the appeal be allowed.

Redevelopment Plan With Multi-Storey Car Park Approved 


HE Court of Common Council approved, 

on December 18 (as briefly reported in 
our last issue), proposals from the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee for a 
further redevelopment unit—No. 34. 

The land concerned is bounded by Leaden- 
hall-street, Aldgate, Aldgate High-street, 
Middlesex-street, Aldgate-avenue, the Dis- 
trict Line Railway, Back Gravel-lane, 
Stoney-lane, Houndsditch, Duke's Place, 
Creechurch-lane, Creechurch-place, Mitre- 
square and Mitre-street, 

The committee reported that the corpora- 
tion had considerable land holdings in the 
area, largely in respect of war-damaged land. 
As a result of the service of purchase notices 
and of their confirmation by the appropriate 
Minister, the corporation had acquired or 
was acquiring land at a cost of £590,000. In 
addition, other properties in the unit were 
already owned by the corporation. 

The report added: ‘Although the pro- 
posed redevelopment unit includes a num- 
ber of substaritial standing and occupied 
buildings, the nature of the road and 
redevelopment proposals are such that they 
cannot be achieved until these buildings are 
purchased by the corporation and sub- 
sequently demolished.’ 

The layout falls into five groups. 

There is provision for the erection of a 
multi-storey garage on the site bounded by 
the District Line railway, the north leg of a 
proposed roundabout, Houndsditch, Stoney- 
lane and Back Gravel-lane. 

Road development will include the 
improvement of the junction of Leadenhall- 
street and Aldgate; the widening of Aldgate. 
Aldgate High-street, the southern ends of 
Middlesex-street, Dukes Place and Hounds- 
ditch; and the closure of part of Mitre-street 
to vehicular traffic, part of St. Botolph-row, 
part of Aldgate-avenue, Blackhorse-yard 
and Gravel-lane. 

There will be a public open space east and 
south-west of St. Botolph Church in exten- 
sion of the existing open space within this 
area. 

An equivalent area of land will be given 
in exchange for the disused burial ground 
of St. Andrew Undershaft. 

Finally, an extension is planned to the 
Sir John Cass Foundation School. 

Pointing out that there were a number of 
standing and occupied buildings included in 
the area, the committee’s report continued: 
‘This is unavoidable if the large surround- 
ing area of war damage is to be redeveloped 
satisfactorily in accordance with the County 
of London Development Plan, and in ordet 
that alternative accommodation for existing 
occupiers may be offered in the process of 
this development. 

‘The proposed programming of the area 
has been considered in this light and accot- 
dingly, it is anticipated that provided the 
corporation are given the necessary powers 
not later than June 30, 1959, to acquire and 
appropriate all the outstanding interests in 
the area, the whole of the above proposals 
can be achieved within the succeeding seven 
years, the majority of the development being 


substantially completed within the first five 
years.” 

The estimated cost of acquisition, clearing 
and preliminary development was 
£2,843,740. Estimated net cost of acquisi- 
tions already completed or to be completed 
under Section 19 was £590,000, so that fur- 
ther new expenditure would amount to 
£2,253,740. 

In addition, further engineering works, 
estimated to cost about £331,000, would have 
to be carried out. They would not be charge- 
able to the unit. 

The District Valuer, added the 
estimated the value of land to be 
priated to highways at £539,720. 


The Mermaid Theatre 


The council agreed to permit the erec 
tion of a roof over the open forecourt of 
the Mermaid Theatre, Upper Thames-street, 
and the extension of a second floor at the 
rear of the theatre, both for a limited period 
terminating on December 31, 1961. 
(Devereux & Davies, 3 Gower-street, WC1.) 

Also sanctioned were: 

The erection of an office 
(odd) St. Mary Axe, 15 to 20 and 24 to 32 
Great St. Helen’s and part of Great 
St. Helens (Ronald Ward & Partners, 29 
Chesham Place, SW1); the erection of an 
office building with retail shops on the 
ground floor frontage to Cheapside, Bow 
Churchyard and Bread-street, including a 
basement car park, at 46 to 55 Cheapside, 
51 to 66 Bread-street, 78, 79 and 79a Wat- 
ling-street, 1 to 4 and parts of 7 and 8 Bow 
Churchyard and Star Court (Cotton, Bal- 
lard & Blow, 5 Baker-street, W1); and the 
erection of a new building, having base- 
ment, ground and seven upper floors, for 
use aS a warehouse with ancillary offices 
and showrooms, at 146 to 157 Aldersgate- 
street, 4 Half Moon Court and 17 New- 
bury-street, (Sydney Tatchell, Son & 
Partners, Cliffords Inn.) 

Outline planning permission was granted 
for the erection of an office building with 
a lunchtime concert hall at 118 to 128 (even), 
128a and part of 130 Queen Victoria-street, 
38 to 50 (even), part of 52, 41 to 55 (odd) 
and part of 55a Knightrider-street, part of 
21a Old Change, Old Change Hill, part of 
Knightrider Court, part of Carter-lane, and 
part of Knightrider-street, (Ed. Lewis, 4 
Holly Mount, Hampstead.) 

The Council refused to permit the erection 
of a new building for use as offices at 73a, 
75, 75a and 75b Queen Victoria-street, 23a 
Bread-street Hill and 1 MHuggin-lane. 
(London Transport Executive.) One of their 
reasons was that the proposed development 
of the sites as a single unit would prejudice 
the comprehensive redevelopment of the 
area.

Tue Board of Trade announce that an 
Order in Council under Section 2 of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, providing for 
alternative methods of marking certain im 
ported refractory bricks, blocks and tiles was 
made on December 19. 

This Order, the Merchandise Marks (Im 
ported Goods) No. 4 Order, 1930, Amend 
ment Order, 1958, which amends the original

AFRICA.—Grants and loans totalling 
nearly £2%m. were made in November 
under the Colonial Development and Wel 
fare Acts. The largest grant—£584,192 
went to Kenya towards the intensification 
of African agriculture in the year 1958/59 
Kenya also received £80,000 for expenditure 
on secondary roads and £45,000 for the 
establishment of an African Boys’ Secondary 
Boarding School. Higher education also 
benefited, the Nigerian College of Arts, 
Science and Technology receiving £183,225 
for the construction of Men’s Halls of Resi- 
dence at Enugu, Ibadan and Zaria, and two 
teaching blocks at Ibadan; University Col 
lege, Ibadan, receiving £99,000 for housing 
of senior staff; and Makerere College, East 
Africa, receiving £81,660 for various 
schemes. There were also grants of 
£373,333 to the Northern Region, Nigeria, 
for the development of rural water supplies. 
and £334,687 to the Mulago Hospital, 
Uganda. 

AUSTRALIA—An Australian architect 
and town planner, Mr. L. M. Perrott, who 
returned recently from overseas, has stated 
many big British companies were willing to 
invest millions in rebuilding urban areas of 
Sydney and Melbourne. The companies, he 
said, would undertake ‘ package deals’ to 
demolish old buildings and to erect modern 
skyscrapers for leading business interests. 
Australian firms are to be invited to compete 
for a £A10m. contract to build three new 
hospitals in Iraq. The hospitals have already 
been designed by an Australian firm of 
architects. The head of the firm, Sir Arthur 
Stephenson, a world authority on hospital 
design, has just returned from Iraq. .He 
stated recently that Australia’s top building 
firms would have a good chance of winning 
the contracts. Tenders would be called in 
February, and construction was expected to 
Start by next August. 

CHINESE REPUBLIC.—According to 
reports from Peking, a unit to produce iron 
and steel, and to manufacture machine tools 
and heavy machinery is to be developed at 
Siukwan in Northern Kwangtung. It is also 
reported that plans are being prepared for 
the building of 600 satellite factories in the 
Shanghai area. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—The glass 
manufacturing company of Industria 
Nacional del Vidrio, C. por A., Dominican 
Republic, has completed a $1m. expansion 
plan which will provide glass for the building 
industry. It is stated that the company will 
be the first in the Caribbean area to produce 
Sheet glass, 

HONG KONG.—A $1m. scheme is to be 
undertaken by the PWB Drainage Office to 
convert the Nanchang-street nullah, in Tai 
Kok Tsui, Kowloon, into a culvert and form 
a roadway on top. Public Works schemes 
in hand in this district at present total more 
than $10m., whilst private investments in 
tenement buildings, etc., total between $25m 
and $30m, with a further $10m, in the plan- 
ning stages. Shops and factories are being 
constructed to provide employment in the 
area... . 15-storey offices aiid a department 
Store are to be built at 39-41 Des Voeux- 
road Central, to plans by H. S. Tam, author- 











is¢d architect. The new building will 
replace 40-year-old tenement houses in the 
business area and is estimated to cost almost 
$im. . . . The District Commissioner for 
the New Territories, Mr. D. R. Holmes, has 
announced that school building is to be 
accelerated in the rural areas. Plans are in 
hand for six new schools and four exten- 
sions to existing premises. . . . The Federa- 
tion of Workers Unions has decided to raise 
$im. towards the construction of a Labour 
Hall. The proposals include an auditorium 
for 2,000 people, a library, exhibition gal- 
lery, canteen and recreation rooms. 

NORTH BORNEO.—To cope with an 
accelerated programme of public works, the 
Government are recruiting more architec: 
tural and engineering staff. Nine technica] 
posts are being advertised in Hong Kong, 
Singapore and elsewhere in the Far East, 
on contract terms of four to nine years. 

SIERRA LEONE.—Barclays Bank DCO 
reports that work has begun in clearing the 
site for the new Freetown Hotel, funds for 
which are being provided by the Colonial 
Development Corporation. The _ Sierra 
Leone Government hopes to have the hotel 
ready in time for use when the Queen visits 
the country in November of next year. It 
will consist of 24 double and 24 single 
rooms, with foyer, restaurants, occasional 
dining-room and a large lounge. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—A new building, cost- 
ing about £500,000, is to replace the present 
31-year-old Mutual Building, once the big- 
gest in Salisbury. The South African Mutual 
Life Assurance Society has announced that 
work is to start in April. The present build- 
ing programme of the S.A. Mutual in 
the Federation is now brought up to over 
£750,000. ... Work is to begin in January 
on a £100,000 municipal parking garage on 
the Old Magistrates’ Court site in Johannes- 
burg. The garage will be underground and 
will hold 370 cars. The bus terminus will 
be on the roof of the garage, which was 
designed by Mr. B. Holicki, of the Reinforc- 
ing Steel Company (Pty.) Ltd. . The 
first of the University of the Witwatersrand’s 
10 new buildings in a £500,000 programme 
is nearly completed. The telecommunication 
research laboratory of the Council for Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research will be in use in 
January. Next on the list is the Architecture 
and Fine Arts Block. Early in January, 
work is to begin on the Mining Engineering 
and Geology Block, which will take 18 
months to complete, and will contain a large 
geology museum. Further buildings planned 
are the laboratory for the National Institute 
for Personnel Research, the museum of the 
Bernard Price Institute for Paleontological 
Research, and a planetarium. There are also 
the Smuts Memorial Building, the Archzo- 
logical Survey Building, and the Students’ 
Union Building. 

Lower Ceilings for Brisbane 

Tue Brisbane City Council Ordinances 
have been amended to permit a reduction 
in the minimum ceiling height for houses 
from 8ft. 6in. to 8ft. This reduction has 
been made possible by improvements in 
ventilation technique and modern design, 
and it should result in a saving in building 
costs of from £30 to £70 depending on the 
size of house. The Queensland Housing 
Commission has been pressing for this 
amendment for some time.
